Novell is supposed to start re¬ 
es Iving a check within the next 
two wééks and his step-faiher gets 
just eaough to payrenL Itlsneces- 
sary for him to find other me-rns 
of obtaiuing food because the wel¬ 
fare department refuses to give 
him more money for food, They 
told him to cake a fuli examina- 
tion to see if he Is totally dis- 
abled before they give him any- 
more mo ey, Novell's mother is 
at Black Mountain Sanitarium, a 
hospital for people with tubercu- 
iosis. Novell had gone to the bes¬

The very fact that a person is 
born t automatically entiUes that 
person to the right to live. It is 
therefore the funetion of all gov- 
erments and societles to pro vide 
the basic necessitles of Hfe to 
sustain that life: food, clothïng, 
and shelter. It Is also the ftmction 
of said government to make sure 
that the quality and the quantity of 
these basic necessities are the best 
that Science and technology will 
allow. This all falls under thecat- 
gory of insuring that the people 
have a right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness, a right 
which is gtven to the people by the 
Constitution of the United States, 
However, checking out the hous- 
ing scene here in Boston, one can 
see there Is clear violation of the 
people’s rights. The Mission Hall 
Housing Project is probably the 
best example of the people being 
denied housing. The conditions un¬ 
der which the people of the Mission 
HUI Project are forced to live are 
imbearable. The apartments are 
fuH of roaches- and there is a 
daily struggle beingwaged between 
the tenants and the waIJ-to-wall 
roaches that occupy ihe apart¬ 
ments, The hallways are damp and 
extremely cold. The condition. of 
the hallway izself is an extreme 
healih hazzard, The elevators are 
non-funcrional.Theniajority of the 
time the brothers and sisters are 
forced to walk up seven fllghts of 
stairs. The incinerator doors are 
broken 0 ff and ihe incinerators 
are non fu net Ion al anyhow, 

To take one building in the MIs- 
Hill Project: the hallways reek 
with the scent of years and years 
of urine which has soaked into the 
walls and floors. The maüboxes 
are all either burnt out or broken 
periüd and the people have to piek 
up their mail at the post office. 


Many of the tenants have individu 
ual complaints such as broken Win¬ 
dows, cracking piaster, inadequate 
or sub-Standard electrical wiring 
and so on, All of which have been 
unattended to by the maintainance 
department, The basement is filled 
with garbage and accompanying 
rats. On top of all thlSjPeople are 
forced to pay up to $lG0.00a month 
for housing there. 

It is quite obvfous that this sit- 
uation need to be moved onassoon 
as possible. But How? We feelthat 
if the landlords, or in this case 
the Boston Housing Authority; wiiï 
not give decent housing, then the 
housing and land should be taken 
away from the landlords and turned 
into cooperatives so that the people 
themsclves can use their own ini* 
tiaciveto beller their own living con- 
diüons. AU that Is necessary is for 
the people of Mission HUI and other 
housing projects, or for that matter 
all the people living in such con¬ 
ditions, to organize. The people 
themseives are created and our 
Creative abllities are unlimited 
Nothing more needs to besaidthan 
the fact that one possibJe course 
of action is massive rent strikes 
with the people using the money to 
fix up the housing in a cooperative 
effort with the other tenants in the 
building.

Dear Newsmen, 

On May 13th I testified bef ore a 
grand jury Chat was convened to 
deterinine if any crimes have been 
committed relative to the pub- 
Ushing of the Black Panheer 
newspaper* Any doubts that I may 
harbored about being ensiaved by 
the System were erased when 1 was 
commanded by subpoena to appear 
before the grand jury, ïlow does 
one command a free man? 

I first sensed the impropri- 
ety of the investigation when 1 
arrived at the federaj building in 
San franciscQ and was asked to 
wait in a private office before tes- 
tifying. I assure you that this was done 
to keep me from seeing or speak- 
ing to others who had been sub- 
poenaed* I was commanded to 
appear at 1Q:0Ü a.m*, but it was 
not until 12:00 noem that 1 was 
èscorted to the grand jury room* 

1 was taken by way of a rather 
cireuitous route, through hallways 
and up enclosed stairways. 1 
suppose that this was done to pre¬ 
vent me from seeing or speaking 
to the wimesses who appeared 
just appear prior to me. 

Even LKHigh I was not represem- 
ed by counsel,, one of the lawyers 
who was conductirïg the investiga¬ 
tion used an antagonistic and 
sianted form of interrog ation* I 
am aware of the adversary System 

utiLzerf hv the courts* but l still 
think it is unfortunate that the 

lawyers who are attaehed to the 
Justice Department are morecon- 
cerned with indicting than with 
seeking truth and justice* 

Although the stated piarpose of 
the investigation was to examine 
mat ter s co neer n i ng the n e w spaper, 
most of the qjestions that were 
asked were asked about the phi- 
losophies and financing of the 
Black Panther Party* The phi- 
losophy and purpose of the Black 
Panther Party are pubüshed in 
every issue of the Black Panther 
newspaper as a ten point plat¬ 
form and program* The idea of 
the governmeut paying 15 people 
$20*00 a day to sit on a grand 
jury { in addition to the $20.00 
a day paid each witness ) and hear 
tax paid lawyers ask quesrions 
that are answered in a 25 cents 
newspaper dii not sit well with 
me as a taxpayer * 

As a volanteer worker on the 
Black Panther Party newspaper, I 
was not interested in the financial 
functions of either the newspaper 
o.r the Party, and therefore re- 
mained ignorant of the subject 
But as a taxpayer 1 am interes- 
ted in govermnent spendlng, and I 
would iike to know how much of 
the taxpayers rnoney the govern- 
ment has spent investigating and 
trying to su press the Black 
Panther newspaper* 

During approximately 3 months 
tenure as ma naging editor of the 
Black Panther newspaper, Igained 
no knowledge of any Ülegal acti- 
vides directed by the Black Pan- 


had hoped that the press would 
cover the grand jury investigation 
ani report this fact but evidently 
the press was excluded from the 
hearing* It appears that the free 


press has no more freedom than 
I* We are both subject to the same 
system. 

In summary it appears that the 
gcivernment is paying taxpayers 
money to suppress a right that 
is guaranteed by the constitution 
(the fïrst amendment grantsfree- 
dom to the press, }, and It is do- 
ing so in secreoy that is prompt - 
ed by politica] expediency with 
fascist inteutïons* 

There was no mass protest 
when America intervened in the 
affairs of the Black Congolese 
government; thus escalation in 
Vietnam and Cambodia. There was

thus Kent State, Now a newspaper 
that express es the ideas and 


media doesn't act to prevent this 
repression, a precedent will be 
estabUshed, and a constitutional 
right may be lost. First the Black 
Panther newspaper, then any news¬ 
paper that critici zes the status 
qno, (Witness the attack of 
Splro Agnew and Lester Maddox 
against the press,) When you defend 
the rights of otliers, you protect 
the rights which are yours, In 
the words of Martin Lttther King 
"Injustice any where is a threac

For qulte a while now, fools 
from the Progressive Labor Party 
(P.L.) have heen passing out leaf- 
lets and selling their literature in 
Dudiey station here in Roxbury, A 
quick analysisof the situation v\nll 
show r why this is a dangerous con¬ 
ditiën and why we must move co 
deal witiï P.L, 

Black and White people in this 
country are caught up into two 
completely different realities be- 
cause of tiie different condltions 
imder which we are forced tu live* 
To put it more simply, Black 
people fight out of necessity 
beemjse of the fascist move by the 
g o ver n ment to elirninate niggers, 
Rirth control, detention camps, 
dope.imd all of the other programs 
that the government is trying to 
pro vide for Black people are di- 
rected at genocide of the Black 
masses, Any one who doubts this 
truth need only remember about 
the American Indlan, one wüil 
quickly come to realize that the 
American forces have no hangups 
when it comes to genocide. Mean- 
while, the White struggle is one 
for individu al freedom and other 
assorted desires. Tlie WTiite work- 
ing class is rapidly becoming 
fasicst by the lies and propagan¬ 
da of the Nixon-Agnew-Mitcheil 
regime, and this can be seen in 
the right wing terror attacks by 
the construction workers against 
anti-war protestors in New Vork, 
City, and the gener ally back war ds, 
racist and reactionary attitudes of 
White workers a 11 across the coun - 
try* Eldridge expiains that lajjour 
unions, collectiva bargaining, the 
union shop, social security, three 
w r eek vacations.and other benefits 
have castrated the working class 
and made workers very unrevo- 
iutionary* So if we analyze this 
situation* Black people must be the 
vanguard of the revolutionary 
struggle in America because we 
are the most oppressed, the most 
exploited and the most revolution¬ 
ary element in American society* 

Therefore it is necessary for 
Black people todevelopanideology 
that is based on our experiences 
in this country; an ideology that 
w r ill lead lls ont of the present 
po sit ion, We cannot dependonany- 
one to develop our ideology for us 
or help us to implement our ideo¬ 
logy, because that was the miscake 
that was made in the past, and 
we have paid dearly for that mis- 
take. We waited for the courts to 
pass Tegislation an d gi ve us our 
human rights, and the same courts 
uirned around and made it legal 
to chain and gag niggers in the 
courtroom, We cannot and must 
not depend on the Chinese to send 
us AK-47's or for our brotliers 
and sisters in Africa to send us 
help because they are also trying 
desperately to deal off the same 
enemy that we are dealing with, 
So if you want som et hing done, you 
have to do it yourself, 

Ho we ver, there are those who 
feel it is necessary to teil us 
how to wage our struggle and how 
to combat the pigs* The Progres¬ 
sive Labor sees fit to come into 


the Black community spouting 
madness about iudividuaf ter- 
roism and how it is Incorrect 
to off the pig because Black 
people and the workers are not 
ready for that. They claim that the 
Ten Point Platform and Program 
of rhe Black Panther Party is 
reformist and revisionist, meaning 
that it does not relate to the basic 
needs and desires of Black people* 
Anyone who reads the Ten Point 
Patform and Program and feels 
that it doesn't relate to the people"s 
needs and desires is a fooi, and 
anyone who would liter ally teil 
Black people not to defend them- 
selves and to put down our 
guns is a pig himself. The Pro¬ 
gressive Labor Party has attacked 
the leadership of the Black Panther 
Party by say ing that we are re¬ 
formist, racist, cultural nation- 
alists or any other jive insanity 
that they can think of* The only 
possible reply to such a statement 
is to ask of P.L, where are their 
FTed Hamptons, Mark CTarks 
Bobby Huttons, Jake Winters, Bun- 
chy Carters, and to go further 
where are their Malcolm X's and 
others* if the Progressive Labor 
Party has the correct line and is 
really educating the people, where 
are their Huey P, Newton' s, Bobby 
Seale's Ahmed Evans, New' Vork 
21*s, L,A. 18, and Öaltimore 10‘s 
The ITogressive Labor comes in¬ 
to the Black community with their 
madness, insane politics and ex- 
pects Biack people to allow this 
to go on without lifting a hand 
against them* it is about time that 
we stopped fighting and dying for 
everyone else's cause and every 
one's belief excepr our own. We 
bied and died in Germany, we died 
in the Pacific, we died in Korea 
and we are dying in Southeast 
Asia for the fascist, and now a

Papa--those who live by their wits, 
existing off what they rip off and 
polished to stich a high rïegree by 
Huey calLing it "Ulegitimare Ca- 
pitalisrn" or those who execute 
it, "Ulegitimate Capitalists". 

Nlstorically speaking '‘Game’ 
or "Tlie Game" has always been 
present, and always existed in the 
Black community. lt originates 
from hards hip or oppres s ion for 
those who can dig that. Here we 
find people who are struggUng for 
everyday life, bare necesslties 
such as food, clothing, and shel- 
ter. Here we have people that wül 
do anything to make it. Here we 
have people with some of the 
strongest and some of the most 
beautiful Creative talents andabil- 
ites. Here we have Creative 
powers of the people* 

These Creative talents have been 
refined in the forms of boost ing, 
crap-shooting, till-tapping, the 
drag game, the elite craftsmanship 
of making I.D. counterfeitlng, bur- 
glar, boring, pimping and who 
knows what eLse. "lt*s only to the 
depth of oppression or hardship 
that one knows how much game 
he or she may possess or be able 
to execute." 

Now to deal with the word exe¬ 
cute. Execute means to do and 
do right, lt s a practitioner's word, 
and that's just whai they are, 
"The illegitimate capitalists" and 
these r slick nigger s' as they're 
commonly called, "practition- 
ers". The key to success in this 
field is Oexibüity—being able to 
bend in more than one direct ion, 
being able to adjusi wherever you 
are no marter what the couditions, 
This is the key to keep a person 
from becoming "stagnant Ibis 
is the thing that makes a person 
start thinking about struggling to- 
£ ether or collectively, this is the 
guiding line that keeps "The 
name” just what It is, A method 
of survival and nol a symbol of 
oppression as "The Game" is ex- 
ecuted today, 

This word "flexihility" is a 
cold-blooded thing, t heek this, I 
say T "lt s the thing that makes 
a nigger not think about die mon¬ 
sters that are in the driver’s- 
seat so much, but ir's the same 
thing that causes one to trip out 
or up, on die thing that's growing 
from second to second and gain- 
ing strengtli with every step that' s 


taken and thinking very hard about 
becoming a functional part of it 
(the strfiggle). FlexibilJty is a prln- 
ciple that's practiced by the Sharp 
macks and whores. Did you hear 
me? I say it is a principle prac¬ 


ticed by the "sharp macks" and 
"whores 11 * That's right, princi-

pies, "The man", Tlie man that 
solves all problems and resolves 
all contradictions when practiced. 
To be or not to be, beïpg able 
to advance along with "The 
Game"/ 1 

And yes, there are principles 
in the frame, When die right amount 
of respect ts given to any man, 
woman or child or to a people 
you will always find the means 
to get along nor far away, 

The principles practiced among 
people that's in "The Life" as 
"Tlie Game" is sometimes called» 
en able s them to advance and in 
the proces s principles for ces a 
turn-oui, a "revoiutionary", How 
slick is that? Huey P. Newton 
said lt, Huey said. "By instell¬ 
ing 3 revolutie nary nünd in a 
super-masculine men tal's lx>dy 
you have on hand tlie making of 
the new man." It Works both ways, 
tbe game thing applles for the 
self-reliant amazons, 

Not relating to principles in 
"Tlie Game" causes one to be- 
come stagnanr, lt causes one not 
to grow because stagnation is the 
death of flexihility, (justplain wil- 
fully refusing to change). It causes 
one to get hung up so madly in 
what they are doing uittil it be- 
comes a way of life and not seek- 
ing a solution to solve the pro- 
blem, It causes one to think very 
selfishly and take that lonely road 
of an individu al, you know, going 
through life trying to act Üke 


every thing is sweïl on the home- 
front and inside ah out to borst, 

It causes people to think that 
if the pigs wmildn't mess with 
those bloods that what they were 
doing wmild be primury and every- 
thing else secondary, 

That's the bloods that don’t re- 
late to principles, dig. I know that 
for a f act that it's plenty" macks" 
and plenty "whores" who have a 
belly full of these pigs and this 
way of life and want to do sorne- 
thing about it, 

Not being able to adjust or be 
flexible and stric T "y relateto"The 
Game" wiioleheartedly causes one 
to be very subject ive or one-sided 
only thinking of t, me, and my, 
No regards for others. It causes 
one to he very envious of ano- 
ther for such small and petty rea- 
sons simply because one fails to 
face and accept reaïit)’, you know^ 
just the way it is, if you don't 
have it you just don t have it, and 
one will have to take it on hls 
own to get wh ace ver is missing. 
All in all "stagnation" is a cold- 
blooded Stubborn and selfish hang¬ 
op and we must all guard against 
this, 

In some cases or insta nces lt 
causes one to think that they are 
reaJly moving and off Into some- 
thing and low and behold you find 
out that they aren't off into any- 
tliing. 'Dïey have been deceived 
because objectively dealing with 
that and coming up with a de- 
cision you find that the things 
going on are repetitions and ac- 
tually speaking whatever it is that 
they' re doing will never lievelop 
to a noch er le vel unie ss they be- 
cone flexible. 

When we speak of "Tlie Game" 
or "The Life" whichever one pre- 
fers to use we find that historica 1- 
i> "pimps" have always been and 
stül is one of the largest pro- 
fessions practiced by bloods in 
the Black communlty. ïlistorically 
speaking pimps played a major 
role In the colony du ring depres- 
sion and when tïmes were really 
hard, Here is a person (some 
might disagree, mainly the sisters) 
hur here is a person that had 
What a lot of people didn't have, 
Pimps and whores have always 
been of some construcüve help 
or use In the colony. I've knowm 
them to boy groceries for mo- 
thers and ther children, shoes 
and etc. These or this is the 
"sharp-macks" and "whores" 1 


am talking about that related to 
principles of (helping one ano- 
tlier) and not just the "Gaming" 
part of it. "TTying to turn-out 
because a person needs", Here 
is a Symbol that's been adapted 
by die majority of niggers that 
haven 't dis co ver ed themselves yet. 
hlere is a Symbol that is related 
to in the colony whole-heartedly 
all of the niggers are radteally 
talking the same talk, trying to 
get paid, trying to have money, 
tlie dress is patterned af ter the 
pimps, this even goes for the nig¬ 
ger s that have^square jobs' w'ork- 
ing, punch ing time clocks, They're 
identifying w ith the pimp, look ing 
for a w r ay out to keep from paying 
the price. 

One of the mainreasons somany 
brothers re late so heavüy to dus 
type of idendty is that they feel 
this is the highest way of show- 
ing or reachlng their nianhood by 
mrning-out tlieir w r oman or some 
sister to “Tlie Life" which is a 
thing that is highly regarded and 
which is a thing that puzzles those 
who are standing on the outside 
and looking in asking diemselves 
how could he reïace to her af ter 
all the things siie is off into and 
doing. in their deeds and actions 
1 would term it as a language 
that's spoken that only the * Turn- 
pen' 1 can understand andrelateto. 

ïlistorically in the Black colony 
and among Black people ifa sister 
dug on a brother whatever the bro- 
ther's means of survival were if 
that parücular sister wanted to 
continue her relationship with 
this brother then she would have 
to go Ihrough a process of getting 
down w + ith whatever the blood 
was doing, In other words she had 
to get this blood's particu tar t>pe 
of theory so she could start im- 
plementipg it or putting it into 
practice. This process is called 
"Turning-Out" or "Turn-Out*', a 
change from the old to the new 
way of survival. Projecting this 
particülar image and putting this 
type of theory into praetice will 
enabie the both to survive and 
without a doubt be classifiedby the 
"lumpen" as man and woman, 
gentleman and lady—pimp and 
wbore. 

Both people invo Ived know that 
to try and make it in the system 
is dead and that there is no rea- 
son to suffer and do without when 
all you have to do is use what you 
gor ro get what you need. 


If that was the way Black men 
had to do it to survive and be 
recognized men then l would say 
that was a good thing and not a 
bad thing. I would Say that this 
is advancing with "The Game", 
I would have to say this is show- 
Ing "flexibility", able todealwith 
it on any level, because likelhave 
stated if you re la te to principles, 
principles will force a turn-o ut. 

Most important is right -now, 
reality, wit at we have to do nosv to 
survive. At last someone stepped 
forward, "TlieMan" I luey P. New¬ 
ton, he ran it and did it Jike it 
was supposed to be done, so one 
needn’t trip about how to gain 
one's manhood all one would have 
co do wouid be to re late whole- 
heartedly to Huey's Standard, re- 
late to the examples that he set 
and the examples he is still 
setting, 

Tlie only road léft is the road 
to Liberation and one must relate 
to principles and the gun in order 
to travel i£, We must all be hum- 
ming the sa me tune "1: is time 
to off the swine" and do lt, no 
matter what we are off into, who 
we are or what we are, it really 
don't matter, 

I know 1 that you brothers and 
sisters are stronc because yofri' re 
still on the set and diat Speaks 
for itself . 1 know that you are 
some of the greatest practition- 
ers that have ever been on the 
set because this Is where we 
cometh, 

The Black Panther Party has 
falth ir 4 you, the block brothers 
and sisters and we know that you 
have the power to destroy because 
you've proved it in action, We are 
wiliing to work with you, we are 
willing to be taught construct ive 
th ings by you and we are wiiling 
to teach you construct ive things 
because we love o ui people from 
Wino-O*s to Hipes, 

And to the "sharp macks" and 
"Ladies" our doors are open to 
you any time of the day or night 
because if you been relating to 
principles and putting them into 
action in everyday living then I 
know you f alrove aü know that 
It's time for a change, it's time 
to take it higher. Tonlght is the 
night if conditions are right.

THREE LUMPEN BROTHERS SHOT IN PROCESS 
OF TAKING WHAT WAS LEGALLY THEIR’S 


Sunday the I4th of Juue 1970 he¬ 
rween 12:OU and 1:00 pin at 3rd 
and Armstrqng, three brothers 
were shot in the process of tak ing 
what was legally and rtghtfully 
theirs, Tlie brothers were Ricliard 
Taylor, LJoyd Mathews and Har- 
old Adams, Tlie brothers were rip- 
ping off the 7b Service Station 
at 3rd and Armstrong when it 
all happened, The murderous dog 
or dogs that were doing the shoot- 
ing shot Lloyd twice, Richard 
three times, and Harold twice, 
lt was coid blooded mtirder on 
die set because Information that 
was gathered shows or says that 
if one service station attendant, 
rnind you, could hit three niggers 
at least one or more times, then 
without a doulit the people know 
that he is a "pig". He is a pig 
werker that protects the interest 
of the HoekefelIers in the Black 
colony, Standard Uil runs the game 
of Üfe down on theoppressedrnas- 
ses of people on the international 
set, and in the Black colony ar 
home» a racist pip attendanc cold- 
hloodeüly gnns down 3 Black bro- 
rtiers to defend that sa me UI- 


gotten oil. 

Tltis same pig was supposed to 
have been shot with a .22 caliber 
rifle or handgun and beaten, Too 
bad the brothers weren't hip to 
the art iele s written by the People 1 s 
Field Marshal, because they would 
have dealt with the situation in a 
much more fashionable and desired 
marnier. 

We would like for you pigs io 
know thut the people in the com- 
munity know that these brothers 
aren't criminals, iths you pigs. 
It's you pigs, you demagogie 
(lying) politici aas and you greedy 
businessmen that’s tlie criminats 
because you are where you ai‘e. 
We know that you've pertermed 
sa vage acts of nuirderon allfronts 
against the |>eople to be In the 
colony anywav, so any act of vio- 
lence cast upon ymi and your pri- 
vate -property is Right-On, It’s 
the people's duty to atrack and de- 
Stroy any symbol of oppression 
in the colony, lt is not the duty 
of the people to sit passheiy by 
and suffer while you fools go day 
to day uninolested without mak¬ 
ing some attempt MUltarily to Iet 


you fools feel our unrest and pain 
by throwing everything that we can

down the lines; the house in back 
was on fire, 

The Smith famüy and friends 
were sitting in the kitchen, when 
Mr, Oscar Monroe Smith saw the 
fire and told the people who were 
there in the house to leave, Some 
people gathered outside to wait 
for the fire department, who re- 
sponded quickly, The fire depart- 
ment immediately went on Chapel 
Street and took care of the pro- 
blem, The pig department also

made their way to the area where 
the fire was, The pigs then broke 
the window and the door of the 
Smith famüy apartmem. Mr. Os¬ 
car Monroe Smith and his wife, 
Mrs. Mildred Smith confronted the 
15 pigs and the Mod Squad at the 
broken door and asked them why 
did they break the door down and 
what did they want, the pigs then 
went berserk in the house break- 
ing their furniture, Mr, Smith told 
the pigs to leave and explained 
that the fire in the back on the 
other Street did not endanger the 
house in which they live, The pigs, 
being nasty beasts who have no 
regard for Black people in gen- 
eral, and oppressed people, sub- 
dued the Smith famüy and started 
to roughshod their way through 
the house, Mr. Smith tried to ex-

Fascism reached a new iow 
this week when District Super¬ 
intendent, Martin Frey, cailed out 
gestapo forces on JJI.S. 120 at 
120th St. and Madison Avenue, 

Cooper JJI.S, has been run by 
accing ï Yincipai Williani King, Ün 
Wednesday of last week, Freyflred 
King with no forewarning, In tlie 
letter of charges, lt said that he 
was being fired for incompetence 
and poor human relations which 
amounted to insufficiënt reasons at 
best, Tlie parents, screening com- 
minee and student body were en- 
raged at this blatant display of 
disconcern with their wishes on 
the part of the district super¬ 
intendent. 

Tlie Screening and Planning 
Committee at Cooper JJI.S, had 
asked for a meeting between Mar¬ 
tin Frey {a pig from downtown) 
and William King, their choice 
for principal who had been ousted 
by Frey, to discuss the reasons 
why Mr, King came to school 
Thursday morning to meet with 


them, but Frey had cailed out the 
gestapo pigs, He had had all the 
entrances chaïned and padlocked 
except the main one and guards 
at every door, The main ent ra nee 
was guarded by eight pigs complete 
widi riot helmets, nigger sticks 
and ,35?'s. The spirit of the peo¬ 
ple pre valled though, for the chil- 
dren found a way to get King into 
the building. The pigs bodiiy re- 

moved King, and Frey refused to 
meet with him to discuss anything. 
Out of the door with King went

We see very 
clearly that whereas White America has escalated its policy 
of repression and containment of Black people inside the 
United States itself, on a world scale, the United States 
is playing the leading role in organizing the White race 
against the people of the world who have a color. Resolv- 
ing contradictions between White Protestants and White 
Catholics, between White Christians and White Jews, be¬ 
tween White Capitalists and White Communists, between 
White Eastem Europeans and White Western Europeans, 
between White Archeo-Colonialists and White Neo- 
Colonialists, wherever we look, the picture is one and 
the same . White racist America, which domestically has 
adopted the policy of open fascism in order to put down 
the uprisings of oppressed people of color and those few 
Whites who take a stand against the grizzly reality of 
the Babylonian scene, this same White racist America 
has projected its domestic racistperspective onto the inter¬ 
national scene and has organized world imperialism along 
racists lines. Within the domestic confines of the United 
States of America „ we see clearly that a well-planned, 
calculated Fascist Genocidal Conspiracy is being imple- 
mented against our people. 

Black people within the domestic confines of the U.S.A. 
have reached another cross road. This is a time for the 
most serious decisions that we, as a people, have ever been 
called upon to make. The decisions that we make in our 
time, the actions that we take or fail to take, will determine 
whether we, as a people, will survive or fall victims to 
genocidal extermination at the hands of the FASCIST 
MAJORITY which the Nixon clique are rapidly mobilizing 
into a beastly vigilanty weapon to be unleashed against

THE U.S.A . MONSTER 


The United States of America is a barbaric organization 
controlled and operated by avaricious, sadistic, blood- 
thirsty thieves. The United States of America is the Number 
One exploiter and oppressor of the peoples of the whole 
world. The inhuman capitalistic System which defines the 
core of reality of the U.S.A., is the root of the evil that 
kas polluted the very fabric of existence within the U.S.A.

THE EMANCIPA TION PROCLAMA TION 


Today , June I9th, is the anniversary of the issuance 
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by President Abraham Lincoln of THE EMANCIPATION 
PROCLAMATION during the Civil War, ojficially dated 
January l, 1863. The end result of the EMANCIPATION 
PROCLAMATION was supposed to be the freedom and 
liberation of Black people from the cmel skackles of 
chattel slavery. And yet, 100 and 7 years later, today. 
Black people stilt are not free. Where is that freedom 
supposedly granted to our people by THE EMANCIPATION 
PROCLAMATION and guaranteed to us by the Constitution 
of the United States ? 

Is it in the many "Civil Rights Bills** that have been 
passed to try to hide the irrelevance of the Constitution 
for Black People? 

Is it in the blood-shed and lives lost by Black People 
when America brings “Law and Order* 3 to the ghetto in 
the same fashion and by those same for ces that export 
"Freedom and Democracy'* to Korea, to Vietnam, toAfrica, 
Asia, and Latin America? 

Is it the right to "political activity*‘ when the US.A. 
attempts to legally murder Bobby Seale, Chairman of the 
Black Panther Party, for his political beliefs? 

Where was that right when brother Malcolm was mur- 
dered, when Martin Luiker King was gunned down?

MARINES ORGANIZE IN JAPAN

IWAKUNI, Japan (LNS) -- A 
series of actions has rocked the 
U.S. Marine Corps Air Station at 
Iwakuni over the last few months, 
On April 5, more than 200 anti- 
war and radical Japanese citizens 
demonstrated outside the base. 
Added to the old demands for an 
end to the war and removal of 
the base were some significant new 
slogans: "Solidarity with the anti- 
war Gis", "Üppose Racism", 
"Uppase KLot Training on the 
base^*_ 

These slogans were no empty 
words* For months now, the base 
has been in a state of near 
rebetUon. Ris ing discontent has 
been met with increased repres- 
sion. Tlie new rnood was shown 
in the GI response to the civil- 
ian deiTioistrators, When ten years 
ago they would have given the fin- 
ger. they were now üashing the 
V-sign, 

Tie Marine Air Station at Iwa- 
kuni is a base of increasing im¬ 
port ance in t .S, -Japanese mili¬ 
tary strategy. It is the head- 
quarters of the First Marine Air 
Wing, most of which is in Viet¬ 
nam. As Nixon s "withdrawar 1 
program proceeds, units are be- 
ing shifced from Vietnam to Iwa- 
kuni, and the base is growing. 
"WichdrawaT', it turns out, is 
not quite the same as sending the 
troops home: Iwakuni has been re¬ 
de veloped into d major strategie 
center facing China and—most im¬ 
portant for the 1970‘s—Korea, 

Between Oct. 22 and Nov, 22, 
1969, tlie air station was kept 
in a state of perpetual riot a- 
lert. Significantly, this was pre- 


cisely the period when Japan was 
in a condition of near-rebellion 
on the occasion of of Prime 
Minister Sato's 'visie to the 
United States, Foliowing this, the 
Pentagon sent a special inspeo 
tion team to Iwakuni to look into 
the condition of disorder, Tlie 
squadrons then began to receive 
intensive riot training, apparentiy 
for use against both GI and Japa- 
nese rebellions, 

On Jan. 5, a Black rebellion 
erupeed at Iwakuni* There were 
sevcral arrests and many inju- 
ries. At least one man was hos- 
pitalized, Following this out- 
burst—which was not the fïrst on 
the base--the com mand really be¬ 
gan to crack down, Barracks pa- 
trols were set up and Black Ma¬ 
rines walk ing in groups of three s 
and fours were orde red to break 
up. 

In an attempt to ease the pres- 
sure, the command set up a f, Hu- 
man Relations Committee'', ün 
Feb, 5, the new base commander, 
Brig* Gen. Willlam C. Johnson , 
arranged a meeting in which he 
personaüy heard complaints from 
Gis. Flft> r Black and ten VVhite 
Marines actended; one of them 
smuggled in a tape recorder with 
which he taped the ent Lr e pro- 
ceedings. When the command 
learned that the meeting had been 
taped, a search was imüated, and 
suspects were questioned and ha- 
rassed. The tape was never found, 
for it had been turned over to 
Beheiren, the largest Japanese 
peace organization, which made its 
contents public at a press con¬ 
ference. 


The transcript of the tape is a 
truly fascinating record of our 
times. The genera! worked hardto 
come on as a friend of the Gls r 
Me proceeded to break up the pro- 
blems brought up into piece-meal 
reform measures that could be 
dealt with by the system: newbooks 
in the library, a change in civilian 
dress regulations, an order not 
to ca 11 Black Marines "boy" or 
i, nigger ,, J etc. 

The Blacks, however, were not 
impressed, and sought ro raise 
the dis cu ss ion to a different Ie vel: 

"When we fight and when we 
express ourselves in the oniy way 
we know how, w f e get the shaft... 
Tliat’s what America stands lor. 
It doesn t represent the land of 
the free and the home of the brave, 
it doesn't stand for that, that's 
180 out. You stand for fighting 
and you stand for violence and 
you stand for bloodshed and when 
we start doing this, this is when 
you react,' 

The resistance m o vemen t at 
Iwakuni has reached a state of 
open rebel lioTi. As at all bases 
in Japan, cooperation between re- 
bellious soldiers and Japanese 
groups is on the Sharp increase. 
A new branch of " Radio Camp- 
Must-Go r> has been opened at Iwa- 
kuni. The Gis' own underground 
pa|^er, "Semper Fi", is discri- 
buted with the help of Japanese. 

This new alliance between re- 
sisting Gis and japanese radicals 
is something to watch. lts im- 
plications for the growing rev- 
dlutionary movements in both 
J apan and the U.S. are of greatest 
i m port ance * 


ANTI WAR GI’s FROM NATIONAL 
CLEARING HOUSE TO COORDINATING ACTIVITIES 


ATLANTAGa. (LNS)--Anti-war 
Gis from around the country got 
together in Atlanta, Georgia over 
Memorial Day weekend to discuss 
ways of increasing nationwide co¬ 
operation in their struggle against 
tlie military machine. Out of the 
conference ca me the GI Alliance, 
a naüonal clearing house which 
is being set up in Washington, D.C., 
to pro vide GI organizations with 
support services— Information, fi- 
nancial and legal asslstance, ma¬ 
ter ia 1 for politica! education—and 
to help co-ordinate activilies and 
Communications amung various GI 
groups. 

The GI activists came to the con¬ 
ference elated over their success 
in forcing the military to close 
down its Armed For ces Day cele- 
brations at 23 military installa- 
tions two weeks e ar lier. The 
Armed Forces Day activities 
marked a new level of naüonal 
co-ordination for die GI move- 
ment, in volving solders from most 
major military installations a- 
cross tlie country.

conduct a racial struggle without anti-white feelings. White

Since 1967 one coalition after another between the Pan- 
thers and whites has been created, achïeved something 
usefuL then been more or less dissolved due to racial or 
pohtical differences. Some have been mainly educational 
campaigns, like the rektively succes sful one waged aroimd 
Huey’s trial. Some have been abortively electoraL like that 
with the Peaee and F reed om Party, which collapsed before 
the 1968 elections. The Panthers have searched back and 
forth for the most effective white allies and have eome up 


testo declaring that if class struggle were nut possïble, then 
blacks should go it alone in a race war. The manifest o 
vowed that no more Panthers wou ld be sacrifieed on the 
“allar of interracial harmony.” 

Then, suddenly, a hopeful new coalition was being ere* 
ated in New Haven, lt had taken a iong time (the Panthers 
had been held in Connecticut dungeons since before the 
United Front conference) but whites were beginning to 
move again on the issue of racism. A strike began in April. 
The president of Yale granted the validity of the question 
the Panthers had been raising aïl along: that a fair trial for 
black revolutionaries in America was hard lo imagine. When 
25,000 people, ca lied by the Panthers and the Conspiraey, 
came to New Haven on May Day despite the warnings of

The white radical plays a difficult part in this ambiguous 
world. The radical professes solidarity with the Panthers 
and the ghetio. At the same time, as a white, he receives 
special privileges and as a Mother Country radical he experi* 
ences special needs for liberation which are quite different 
from those which move the black community, The white 
radical is thus likely to exemplify both the nearness of, and 
the difficulty of ach ie ving, real solidarity. In poiitical terms 
this means that although whites can help the black struggle, 
they are inherently undependable. While blacks will never 
have to “go it alone” completely, the principie of self- 
reliance is more basic than that of coalition. 

A comparison with the coalition strategies of other 
national liberation movements shows parallels as wel! as 
vast differences with the American situation. Both the Viet¬ 
namese and the Algerians dealt with a French Left which 
contained racism and national chauvinism. Yet while they 
fought, the Algerians-and especially the Vietnamese- 
patiently educated and organized the French people be- 
cause they knew that French public opinion would be 
needed to support an end to the war, In the current war 
also the Vietnamese have taken a patiënt attitude towards 
American public opinion, believing that the war would en- 
courage dissent and a new poiitical atmosphere in the U.S, 
Their strategy is to conduct a long guerrilla war, waiting for 
the cost in blood, taxes and Itonor to awaken some Amen- 
cans while tirtng others, While a “revolution in the Mother 
Country” would be desirable, they believe me re divistom are 
enougli to bog dosvn the U.S. Beneath this strategy lies a 
remarkable faith in the ahj^ity öf human beings toovercome 
ignorance and prejudicdrThe Vietnamese believe that even 
the American soïdters they are fightïng are pawns who would 
change sides if they knew the truth, The moral force of an 
idea is their greatest weapon. Tliey are not a “vanguard” 
giving cornmands to the American anti-war movement but 
more of an armed eonscience trying to move ;md persuade. 

But in the American case the black and Third World colu- 
nies are dispersed inside the Mother Country. The re iis no 
national Èemtory on which blacks can develop schools, in- 
dustry and agricuHtire. establisli an identiiy as a people and 
flght for their freedom. A war of independence hete would 
not end in the poiitical sepamtion of two dist inct geo- 
graphic territories, as it did for France and Algeria, hut 
would rearrange America itself. 

One result is Ihat black people have beeome more inter- 
dependent with white people than in any other colonial 
society.

Painfuï relations can often be broken off, hut this one has 
a way of continuing, Even whiïe blaeks despair of whites, 
black mot ion itself constant ly pushes some whites towards 
a better, more radieal, understandmg. Blaeks have been the 
trigger of the early white student movement, the radicab 
izers of the antbwar movement, the tegitimizers of re vol u- 
tionary violence and the soul of the underground culture. 
The black assault on white racism has its effect: young 
white people hecome less racist than their elders even 
though they remain part of a racist systeni, 

The black-white relationship becomes hard to break for 
another reasoiu Because they lack u unified national terri- 
tory of their own, blaeks are al most forced to depend on a 
“base" in the consciousness of the White Left. or on the 
bank accounts of white liberals more so than in other lib- 
eration struggles, In Vietnam the revolutionaries can leave 
politica! relationships with the Amerieans to skilled and 
patiënt diplom at s, They are confident ihai their image of 
the American people wit! be fulfilled hut they do not go 
through the psychologieal torment of dealing with whites 
every day, They shoot tliose who invade; they welcome 
those who protest, They do not need im media te evidence 
to conflrm their ukimate faith tliat whites can be human 
beings: they ga in strengt h enough from their schools, their 
factories, their army, the land they till, and their national 
t radii ion, In America none of this seems possible, at least 
not in the form taken by other peoples. As long as there are 
no “Panther zones" as fully self-sustaining as the “Vieteong 
zones," the black liberatïon struggle will be tormented by 
its dependency on the support of the white left. 

So wliite radicals are in a eoalition with the black struggle 

even if the coalition is not recognized formally - simply 
because we are part of a conimon dialectic, ïn the case o' 
the Panthers we will either vindicate their gamble on white 
support or hecome evidence of white lailure and therefore 
bolster “cultural nationalist" arguments for years tocome, 

It is sufficiënt to onderstand and act on the fact that the 
black colony is a time bomb inside the fragile center of the 
colonial Mother Country. The eventual detonation of that 
bomb wiïl wreek a system which dehumanizes al! its people, 
md it wdl not leave onr lives or social strueture intact. 

If we consider the issue in the framework of colonialism, 
we can see most dearly what must be done. We can see that 
the de mand for black self-determinal km can not be accom- 

modated by a welfare state which is colonial in its power 
relations, We can see that the Vieteong starled without 
white support, alienated most Amerieans, yet are winning 
their own struggle and contributing immeasurably to ours, 
We can see that the diffe rences bet ween white and black 
radicalism are not antagonisme, because our deslinies are 
totally bound together.

F we consjder the panthers as embryönic Viet- 
cong in the U.S., if we assume that a Vietnamese situa- 
tion is developing here, it becomes logical to adopt 
and tmprove the strategy of the anti-Vietnam war 
movement and direct it against the aggression at home, 

First, this wou ld mean recognizing that Bobby Seale and 
other Panthers should not even be tried in the courts of the 
present U.S. govemment. They go to trial only under pro¬ 
test. As prisoners of war the Panthers should be freed, not 
by higher courts, but through negotiations coming about 
because of public pressure. The slogan “Pree Huey” must 
be enlarged to: ‘Tree AH Politica! Prisoners/' Many whites 
ding to the concept of a “fair trial" for the Panthers be¬ 
cause they do not want to accept fully the idea of self- 
determination for blaeks. This leads them to believe they 
should examine the "facts” of Panther court cases before 
deciding to support the Panthers. But even such a paternal- 
istic approach would still vindicate the Panthers, In New 
Haven, for instance, it would reveal that the High Sheriff 
selected his personal barber and several other “friends and 
neighhors” for the grand jury which indicted the Panthers. 
It might even reveal a high-level govemment plot to frame 
Bobby and the others, 

But the most eniightened approach that a white could 
adopt toward the “facts” would be to dismiss them as 
irrelevant, as an intemal matter of the black colony. This is 
no different from the issue of “terror” by revolutionaries in 
Vietnam. All we need to know is that the Panthers, like the 
NLF, rely on popuïar support, not on coercion, for their 
success, and that the colonial invaders rely on massive 
terror to frighten away that popular support. If white 
Amerieans are concemed about the “terror” of the Pan¬ 
thers, they should stop police aggression in the ghetto in- 
stead of condemning black extremists at cocktail partïes. 
Bobby was indicted, not for his supposed role in a killing, 
but as an effective way to remove hïm from the streets and 
scare away support because of the gravity of the charges. 

Second, we need a nationwide “politica! education class ” 
or "teachdn ” as a tactic to create consciousness of this 
emerging domestic wan It is eurious that whites have 
spoken thousands of times in the Vietnam teach-ins but 
have done so Httle to take the issue of the Panthers to the 
sa me audiences. The amount of continuing political educa- 
tion needed cannot be underestimated, 

Third, tak mg to the streets against racism and repression 
can be as important now as it was in the earlier phases of 
the anti-war movement. The recent strike and massive 
demonstration in New Haven was the first time that whites 
have come out in large numbers for the Panthers in a 
nationaïly visible way. The national student strike triggered 
by the Cambodian invasion wouid not have included the 
demand to free the Panthers were it not for the initiative of 


the New Haven strikers, The trial in Connecticut will con¬ 
tinue to create an urgent dimate in which effective demon- 
strations are possible. Plans should be made for dem onstra- 
tions from now through the end of that infernal trial, with 
the de firn te objective of freeing the Pan thers “by any 
means necessary,” Where trials are not an immediate focus, 
the new Justice Department migi t we 11 be. As a Symbol of 
centraiized evil, it can serve as a target institution the same 
way the Pentagon has for the antbwar movement. 

Fourth, forcing a conflict within the national establish¬ 
ment over this question is crucial in order that repression 
against the Panthers be slowed down. Repression can be 
foïted in the short run only by creating sharp divisions 
among America’s powerful elites. The anti-war campaigns 
of Senate doves were crucial to slowing and sometimes pre- 
venting military escalation, and they gave respeetability to 
dissent in general. There is of course the danger that such 
dissent will cool the militant edge of protest, but only in 
the unllkely event that the Panthers come to rely on the 
Establishment for their survival. If Ramsey Clark or Ktng- 
man Brewster wants to become the William Fulbnght of 
our domestic Vietnam crisis, it will be to the benefit of the 
Panthers and of every one but the alï-out racist aggressors, 

Fifth, we must initiate international campaigns to brand 
the t/.5, as a criminal and outlaw govemment* Probabiy the 
chtef problem facing the American ruling class is not Viet¬ 
nam but the survival of the U.S, as a racist nation in the 

new international scene. American racism is the number 
one foreign policy problem for this country, Each step of 
racist aggression further isolates the U.S, in the world; each 
concession to the blaeks for the saké of “national image” 
only raises the domestic confrontation to a higher leve3. 
Using alt of its international contacts, the American Left 
should expose the repression of the Panthers in every con¬ 
ference and journal m the world, 

Finally. we must create a Resistance strueture. There will 
have to be active, extra-legal cooperation bet ween white 
and black revolutionaries on every front of the struggle. A 
new underground railroad to profeet the fugitives and re¬ 
sources of the black colony may become a necessiiy. This 
need is likely to become especially real in America, where 
the black communities are geographically surrounded by 
whites and where communication and transport at ion are 
almost exclusively controlled by whites.

The gag and chains of Chicago were not enough; they are 
now being replaced by the electric chair, Every sane person 
has a stake in preventing this maneuver-and it can be pre- 
vented, Just as our case was turned into a trial of our gen- 
eration. so can Bobby's be turned into a symbolic trial of 
black ^eonle in this country.

'S. Wc want au end to the robbery by the CAPITALIST of our Black 
Communitv. 


We believe that tiiis racist government has robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt of- forty acres and two mules. Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution for slave labor 
and mass murder of black people, We will accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed lo our many communities, The Germans are now 
aiding the Jews in Israël for the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger¬ 
mans murdered six million Jews. The American racist has taken part in 
the slaughter of over fifty million black people; therefore. we feel that this 
is a modest demand that we make. 


4. We wanl decent housing. fit for shelter of human beings. 

We .believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black eommunity. then the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so that our eommunity, with government aid, can build and 
make decent housing for its people. 

5. We want education for our people that exposes the tnie nature of thls 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present-day society. 

We believe in an educational system that will give to our people a knowl- 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance.to relate to anything 
else. 


6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 

We believe that Black people. should not be forced to fight in the mili¬ 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, like black 
people, are beïng victimized by the white racist government of America. 
We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means neeessary, 

7. We want an iminediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people. 

We believe we can end police brutality in our black eommunity by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black eommunity from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We thelrefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense. 

8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, county 
and city prisons and jails. 

We believe that all black p'eople should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because th-»y have not received a fair and impartial trial. 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United States. 

We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economie, social, religieus, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black eommunity from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are being tried by all-white jufies 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man" of the black 
eommunity. 

10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothlng, justlce and peace. 
And as our major politlcal objective, a United Nations-supervised plebis 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to their natlonal destiny. 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes neeessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and naturq’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evidenl, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights;. 
that among these are life. liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their 
|ust powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new government, laying its 
foundation on such principles. and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall stem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru¬ 
dente. indeed. will dictate that governments long established should not 
be changed for light and transient causes; and. accordingly, all experience 
hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable. than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accuslomed, Bul. when a long train of abuses and usurpations. pur- 
suing invariably the same object, evinces a design to reduce them und’er ab¬ 
solute despot is m, it is their right, it is their duty. to throw off such govern- 
ment. and to providc new guards for their futurc security.
